BIOGRAPHY, 
GRAy. 


The following character of Gray, the poet, is 
contained in a letter from the Rev. Mr, Tem- 
ple, rector of St. Gluvins’ in Cornwall, first 


It received the sanction of Mr,. Mason, the 
friend of Gray, and nfay theretore be deemed 
authentic. 


“ Perhaps he was the most learned man 


with the elegant aud profound parts of sci- 
ence, and that not superficially, bot iho- 
roughly. He kaew every branch of histo- 
ry, both natural and civil; had read all 
the original historians of Englend, France, 
and fialyg and was a gat antiquarian, 
Criticism, Metaphysics, morals and politics, 
made a principal part of his study 3 voyages 
and travels of all sorts were his favourite a- 
musements; aud he had a fine taste in 
painting, prints, architectdre, and garden- 
ing. With sucha fund of knowledge, his 
conversation must have been equally in- 
structing aud entertaining ; but he was also 
a good man, a man of virtue and humanity, 
There is no character without some speck ; 
some impertection ; and I think the great- 
est defect in his was an affectation in deli- 
cacy, or rather efleminacy, and a visible fas- 
tidiousness, or contempt and disdain of his 
inferiors in science. He also had in some 
degree that weakness which disgusted Vol- 
taire so much in Mr. Congreve: though he 
seemed to value others chiefly according to 
the progress they had made in knowledge, 
yet he could not bear to be considered him- 
self merely as a mao of letters ; aud though 
without birth, or fortune, or station, his de- 
sire was to be looked upon as a private in- 
dependent gefitleman, who read for his a- 
inusement. Perhaps it might be said, what 
signifies so much knowledge, when it pro- 
duced so little ? Is it worth taking se much 
pains to leave no memorial but a few po- 
ems ? But let it be considered that Mr. Gray 
was, to others, at least innocently eniploy- 
ed; to himself certainly beneficially. His 
time passed agreeably ; he was every day 
making some new acquisition in science ; his 
mind was enlarged, his heart softened, bis 
virtue strengthened ; the world and mankind 
were shewn to him with a mask; and te 
was taught to cousider every thing as tri- 
fling, and unworthy of the attention of a 
wise man, except the pursuit of knowledge 
and practice of virtue, in that state wherein 
God hath placed us.”

His odes on Tie Progress of Poetry, 
and of The Bard, according to Mason’s ac- 
count, “ breathe the high spirit of lyric en- 
thusiasm. The transitions are sudden and 
impetuous, the language full of fire and forces 
and the imagery carried, without impropri- 
ety, to the most daring height. They have 
been accused of obscurity: but the one can 
be obscure to those only who bave not read 
Pindar ; and the other only to those who 
are unacquainted with the history of our 
own nation.” 


OF his other lyric pieces, Mr. Wakefield, 
a learned aud ingenious commentator, ob- 
serves, that, though like all other human 
productions, they are not without their de- 
fects ; yet the spirit of poetry, and exqui- 
site charms of the verse, are more than a 
compensation for those defects. ‘The ode 
on Eton College abounds with sentiments 
natural, and consonant to the feelings éf 
humanity, exhibited with perspicuity of me- 
thod, and in elegant, intelligible and ex- 
pressive lauguage. The sonnet on the 
death of the West, and the epitaph on sir 
William Williams, ave as ‘pertect composi- 
tions of the king as any in our language. 

Dr, Johnson was confessedly a man of 
great genius ; but the partial and uncandid 
mode of criticism he has adopted in his re. 
marks on the writings of Gray, has given 
to liberal minds great and just offence. Ace 
cording to Mr. Mason’s account, he hag 
subjected Gray's poetry te the most rigorous 
examination, Declining all consideration 
of the general plan and conduct of the pié 
ces, he has confined himself solely to stric- 
tures on ‘words and forms of expression 3 
and Mr. Mason very pertinently adds, that 
verbal criticism is an ordeal which the mug 
perfect composition cannot pass without 
injury.

alter a few preliminary observations, Mr. 
‘Clinton proceeds : 

« Io company with the Chief Engineer of New- 
York, and the senior Commissioner and Engineer 
of New-Jersey, | have visited and reviewed the 
whole route of the projected Canal, and I shall 
now communicate to your respectable Board my 
views on this interesting subject, which shall for 
the sake of perspicuity, be condensed under four 
distinct heads, 

1. The physical practicability of the Canal, 

2. The Financial Practicability. 

3. The inducements to the measure. 

4, The organ opagent of its accompjishment, 

And 1st.—4s (0 its Physical Practicabilily.— 
When ever water can be obtained ia sufficient 
quantity on the summit level of a canal, there is 
no invincible physical ‘is iment to its execu- 
‘ion, Give an eugineer ty of water, and he 
can Make any canal. It then becomes a ques- 
tion of expefse, not of feasibility. In the pres- 
ent case there is 2 Jeast three times as much 
water on the summit level ae will be requisite. 
Hopatkuog Lake itself, furnithes a superabund- 
ance, and jf necessary, a lake ef ccosiderable 
dimensions called Green Pond, can be intreduced 
as an auxiliary. This whole region is uncom- 
monly well watered, and without ary interference 
with bydraulic establishments, supplies, can be ob- 
tained along the whole course of the canal. The 
great height of the summit level may be consid- 
ered and objection against the undertaking, but 
altitude is like the distance, it creates so insur- 
mountable obstacle. It only augments the ex- 
peose. Through the instrumentality of locks this 
elevation may be surmounted; but from conside- 
tations of economy, and with a view to the rapid 
passage of boats, ithas heen proposed to substi- 
tute inclined plains‘to’a-cerlain extent—and thi+ 
measure cannot fail of success. T'o remove, how- 
-ever, all doubt with respect to its efficacy, vre- 
liminary experiments can be instituted. 

On questions of this nature, we aiust rely on the 
counsels of experience and science and the opine 
jons of professional men. Mr. Beach, the En- 
wee of New-Jersey, has been employed as an 

ngineer on the Erie canal, and he is intelligent, 
experienced and deserving of high confidence.

In conduct- 
ing that great work to its present prosperous con- 
“dition, his agency bas been ef primary impor- 
tance, and I have no hesitation, that in all points

“have read the official reports of these gentlemen, 

«which are decidedly friendly to the object, and 
which meet my approbation; and when we com- 
bine with this aspect of the subject, the corrobo- 
‘rating-opinions of Gen. Swift, formerly the chief 
-of the corps.of Engineers of the Uunited States. 
of Gen. Bernard, of Colonel Tetton, eminet mem. 
bers of the institution, and of Professor Renwick, 
of Columbia College, gentlemen distinguished for 
profound science, for accurate judgement, and for 
extensive information, there can be no room for 
doubt. The practicability of the work fs as cer- 
tain as any future event can possibly be, whose 
accomplishment is not yet realized. 

Secondly, 4s fo Fénancial Practicability.— 

Without pretending to a minute acquaintaace 
with the financial rescources of New-Jersey, | am 
fully of opinion that this measure may be carried 
jnto effect, without imposing any burdens on the 
people, and without encountering any serious 
difficulties. 
_ ‘The canal will be seventy-five miles long. It 
isto be‘in general, thirty-two feet wide at the

On looking with an eye of scrutiny to the rev- 
enue which will arise in time, from this navigable 
communication, it is cot extravagant to state it 
at 250,000 dollars annually: but making aliow-

The agency of fire, is essential to very exten- 
sive manufacturing operations, and water power 
is a most eligible auxiliary, Ju the latter respect 
this part of New-Jersey is unrivalled. But her 
forests are rapidly wasting away, and manyof 
her iron works are already prostrated for the 
want of fuel, The anthracite, or glance coal of 
Peunsylvania (which perbaps contains more of 
the matter of ignition than any oiber substance) 
inthe most economical manner. New-Jersey 
will be thus enabled to manufacture iron in such 
quantities, as to supersede the necessity of foreign 
importation, and upwards of three millions of 
dollars annuelly will thereby be saved tu the Uni- 
ted >tates, 
saw foreign iron worked by foreign coal, and as 
if this sight were.not sufficiently tumiliating, we 
could see at the same time mountains replenished 
with the richest ore, and a day's journey would 
have brought us:to the inexhaustible Coal Mines 
of Pennsylvania. 

There are many flourishing institutions at Pa- 
terson and other places, where cotton, flax, wool 
and-hemp are manufactured into useful fabrics. 
As theseestablishments become more extended, 
the power of steam will be demanded. Coal 
will therefore be indispensable,.and it 1s now 
much wanted, as well as iro end steel, for the 
purpose of making and repairing the machinery 
of those important e-tablishments. 

2. Mt wilhessentialiy ameliorate the agriculture 
of the country, by supplying the farmer with lime, 
ByFsum vod other valuable manures, by facilita- 
ling ‘and cheopening the transportation of his 
commodities, by furnishing him at reduted pri- 
ces With necessaries and accommodations, and 
by establishing a market at every manufactory, 
and opening a passage by water, to the two great 
cities of Philadeiphia and New-York, and tu Pa- 
terson, Newark, Elizabethtown, Amboy, Bruns. 
wick, Easton, ‘frenton, and the villages lower 
down on the Delaware. The mountain lands 
which are now exclusively appropriated for pro- 
viding fuel forthe iron manofactories, can then 
be applied to agricoltural purposes, and the popu- 
lation of the state will be greatly auginented. 

3. The population aud opuleuce of the state 

will not only be greatly increased from these 
causes, but from the natural and necessary opera- 
tions of a moat extensive and prosperous inland 
trade, which is the invariable offspring of flou- 
rishing state of productive industry, and easy 
cemmunication, The whole line of the Canal 
will exhibit manufacturing establishments and 
rising villages, boats crowded with the produc- 
tions of nature and the fabrics of art, and the en- 
terprising efforts of man improving the bounties 
of heaven. ‘To adopt the sublime language of 
—_ writ, “ the wilderness aud tbe solitary place 
will become glad, and the desert will rejoice and 
blossom as the rose.” 
4. The revenue arising from the canal will for - 
ever supersede the necessity of taxation, and will 
form a vast fund applicable to other internal im- 
proveinents, to the diffusion of the lights of sci- 
ence, und to the dispensation of the blessings of 
education. In Great-Britaia, it has been remark- 
ed that a canal is always lucrative, where there 
are coal mines in its vicinity. The demands of 
the city of New-York, and the other cities and 
villages on the Hadsony the consumption of va- 
riops te of New-England, and the manufacto- 
ries of New-Jersey, for this indispensable article, 
will forever increase, aud forever secure # great 
revenue from the canal. Add to this. the fossils 
and the metals before mentioned, the products of 
the forest and the field, and the fabrics of art, and 
there is no question but that this canal will en- 
rich New-Jervey in her finances as well as in 
other tespects. 

6. Reputation is as impertant to states and 
communities. a8 to the individuals who compose 
them. A measure of this character would eu- 
circle the state with honour, and erect a monu- 
ment of renown as lasting as time. It would ex- 
cite into activity the energies ot her sons, and 
present to all her population an object of patri- 
otic exultation, apd to her sister states a model 
for patriotic imitation. And when the triumphs 
of ambition, the pageantry of power, and even 
the splendour of scientific glory are lort in the 
abyss of time, the maguanimity aud public spirit 
which etlected this great work, will be cherished 
in the grateful heart of all future generations. 

Fourthly, The organ or agent of accomplish- 
ment.—This canal may be made, Ist by an indi- 
vidual subscription; 2d, by an incorporated 
company ; or 3d by the state. As the first will 
not be attempted, nor ought it to be permitted, 
and as the second is very exceptionable, and per- 
haps not feasible, it follows, as an inevitable 
consequence, that the work ought to be achicved 
by the state exclusively. 

In Europe, with the exception of Great Bri- 
tain, improvements of this kind have been, I be- 
lieve, always undertaken and accomplished by 
the governments. in Great Britain, the super- 
abundance of private capital has enabled compa- 
hies to effect, what in other countries has been 
the exclusive work of the constitued authorities ; 
but even some cases have occurred in that king- 
dom when it became necessary-for the govern- 
ment to extend its munificence. in order to pro- 
duce the intended results. The same state of 
things prevails in this country as in Europe gene- 
rally, with respect to great surplus capital, which 
either does not exist, or is already employed, or 
canas it is supposed, be more lucratively in- 
vested, All the canals that have been attempted 
in the United States, through the intervention of 
incorporations, have failed, | believe, and princi- 
pally tor the want of funds, except the Middlesex 
Canal, which although a meritorious, is incom- 
paratively a secondary work. And if New-Jer 
sey does attempt this expedient, either the stock 
will not be filled up, or not paid for, and the con- 
mt gee will bea failure greatly to be depreca- 
ted. But this is not the only objection. The 
company will consult its own i:terests, not the 
prosperity of the state. ‘The route of the canal 
will be designated, not with a view to the ac- 
commodation of the great wanufacturing institu- 
tions, but with a view to a cheap, facile and ra- 
pid construction : the tolis mav be burdensome, 
and the seperintendance may be vexatious The 
carcinal interests of the state may be subordinate 
to the cupidity of a private association, The capi- 
tal if it comes at all, will proceed from abroad, 
and New-Jersey, that has from the war of the 
Revelutionto the present period, evinced a high 
sease of character and an honouradle spirit of in- 
dependence, willbe bound band and foot by the 
shackles of non-resident company. ‘ 

I have thus, gentlemen, at your request, with 
entire respect, and “ithout the least reserve, 
given you my views of the contemplated canal ; 
and I feel persuaded that this communication 
will be considered in its true light, nat as the ob- 
trusive interference of a stranger, but-as the can- 
did opinions of a-sincere friend to the best inter- 
ests of New-Jersey.

_ Twenty-five tons are considered a fall load for 
one horse, and 25 miles a day’s work. if above

The boats which have been built expressly for 
the canal, will curry from 30 to 45 tons; and I 
presume, that vessels may be used conveying one 
hundred tons. The transportation of a ton of 
flour from Buffalo to Albany by the canal, will 
not cost more than 10 dollars treight and toll iu- 
cluded, By land it wonld cost 100 dollars. 

The tolls are for salt and gypsum, 50 cents per 
ton ‘or 100 miles, fur produce, 150, and for mer- 
chandise, 300 cents.

The U. S. schooner Shark, Liert. Com'dt, 
Thomas H. Stevens, arrived here yesterday mor- 
ning from Key West via Havana, 12 days from 
the latter, and proceeded up to the Navy Yard at 
Gosport. 

Com. Rodgers and Surgeons Harris and Wash- 
ington, have returned in the Shark, we are grati- 
fied to learn, in good health. The Commodore 
has. as we understand, executed his mission to 
Thompson's Island ; the object of which was to 
determine whether the fatality attended our 
squadron was necessarily the result of an an- 
healthful climate, or whether it might be attribu- 
ted to other causes of a remediable nature : and 
whether it would be advisable in the government 
fo continue the establishment at that place. 

Dispatches from the Commodore, containing 
the result of the investigation, have, we learn, 
been forwarded to Washington, by a brig from 
Havana, bound to Philadelphia, and we shall 
doubtless soon be apprized of a course which 
government proposes to pursue as regards it. 

The Shark arrived at Thompson's Island on 
the 23d Oct. and sailed thence for Havana on the 
8d inst: : at the latter date, all the officers and 
men remaining on the Island, were in good health, 
with the exception of some cases of the mildest 
intermittent, unuttended with the least danger : 
all who are more seriously indisposed, had, by 
the advice of the Surgeons been sent to this port, 
with proper medical aid, before the Shark lett the 
Istand.

English occupations of Malta, by the French in- 

vasion of Spain, and by that possession which 

each foreign power took of the lonian islands, 

acquired avery large capital and an cxtensive 

navy which has rivalied even the ancient glory of 

Salamis and Mycale. 

At the commencement of the pretent insurrec- 
tion, the Hydriot merchants possested one hund- 
red and twenty vessels, built from the splendid 
pine forests of Olympia, the average burden of 
which was four hundred tons, the number of guns 
eighteen, and of hands fifty. The Spezziotes had 
sixty, similar to the above in burdea and incom- 
plement ; whilst the Ipsariots had an equal .oum- 
ber, hut ofa larger construction.

ed by a-high degree of evergy and integrity.— 
Public banks are also founded in their cities, and 
the great capitalists, who -have themselves been 
engaged in commercial enterprise, lead eut their 
money to adventurers at the rate of ten, fifteen, or 
even twen‘y per cent upon the proceeds of the 
voyage. ‘The naval captains, who are at the 
same (ime principal ship-owners, are responsible 
in these transactions; but every mewber of the 
crew down to the lowest cabin boy, has a share 
in the speculation. Fach sailor thus becomes 
more or less a merchaht whilst he learns the pro- 
priety, and reaps the benefit, of industry, activity 
and good conduct. From such a beginning, and
